And becauſe one of the Conſpirators i in Rebel- 
lion hath repented of his Rebellion, and aſked 
| . Forgiveneſs before i it was too late, and I forgave 
him Kis Treſpaſs againſt 'me, and againſt God; (namely, 
Thomas Burton. ) He did well to agree with his Adverſary 
while he was in the Way, for the Prophet is an er to 
all Rebels againſt God. 
And this I would have you to know, though it be now too 
late, that Obedience is better than Sacrifice; that is, Obe- 
dience to the Prophet is better than all the legal Righteouſneſs 
you have performed between Man and Man all your Days; 
yet this ought to be done, but not to leave the other undone: 
And this you may know, that Rebellion is as the Sin of 
Witchcraft, for Rebellion againſt the Prophet is Rebellion 
againſt God ; for when King Saul rebelled againſt the Prophet 
dannn Words, he rebelled againſt God, for it. was the Pro- 
phet Samuel that gave the King, a Command, and it was he 
that * the King, for * Diſobedience and Win

for God never ſpake to him, nor never gave Judgment upon 
him, it was the Prophet only. Now ought not King Soul to 
have minded the Prophet only? But Saul minded God only, as 
you have done, and rejected the Prophet Samuel; and be- 
cauſe he minded God only, in that he thought to pleaſe God 
better by offering up the beſt of the Cattle in Sacrifice to 
God, he thaught it was better to mind God than the Pro- 
phet's Words: But how did God reject him for diſobeying 
the Prophet? And his Sacrifice was rejected alſo. Now had 
not Saul better have minded the Prophet only? when would it 
have been well with him; but he minded God only, and diſ- 
obeyed the Prophet, and rebelled againſt his Command, W hat 
a woful Effect did fall upon hun! and fo it will upon all 
Rebels sgeinſt Prophets. Thus it is with Men that think 
theowfelves wiſer and more righteous than their Fathers; for 
; Whoſgever diſobeys a true Prophet, diſobeys God, and it is 
| accounted fo of God; therefore it is good for Men to mind 
the Prophet only, and pin their Faith upon the Prophet's 
Sleeve, elſe there can be no Peace nor Safety, becauſe no 
Man can come unto God to reaſon or diſpute with him but 
by his Prophet only. This hath been the Way God hath 
walked in all Ages; and now I being the laſt Prophet of 
all, God hath put me in his Place here upon Earth, and hath

So God hath raiſed me up to be his laſt Prophet, and hath 
ſet me in the Place of God, to nouriſh his People, who have 
believed his Prophet's Repart, with ſpiritual and heavenly 
Knowledge: For true Prophets, true Apoſtles, true Miniſters, 
have made Saints in all Ages; ſo that, without theſe, no 
Saints at all; they may be elect Veſſels, but not Saints; for 
no Man or Woman can properly be {aid to be a Saint, exce 
they come actually to believe in a true Prophet, true 
or true Miniſter of 'Chrif. | | 
And further 1 ſay, that whoever doth not act well, — that 
Law written in his Heart, and doth not ſtand in Awe — 
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and fear to offend that Law of Conſcience, as ii God himſelf 
did: ſtand by, and take notice of all his Actions; therefore he 
doth well, becauſe God's Eye is over him, elſe not. I ſay, 
all his well-doing is but Eye-ſervice, and reſpected of God no 
more than the cutting off a Dog's: Neck.

Devil; and 
no ottierwiſe: doth: Goel mind to take notive off his Saints: in 
cular at all. Not that 1 do on this: Law written in 
Heart to be the very God; ar the doi; but 
di is a diſtinct Perſon of himſeif;. and! diſtinct from: this Law 
written in Man's Heart. And in this Senſe, God may be ſaid 
3 no notice of his Saints, nor doi not mind them at 
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True Believers are my Brethren and Siſters, and the Pro- 
phet hath ſpoken kindly unto them, and hath nouriſhed their 
Souls with Bread of Life, as Moſes, he hath fed them with 
heavenly Manna; alſo the. Prophet hath been like Fob» Bap- 
tiſt, a burning ſhining Light in this laſt: Age, as Jobn Baptiſt 
was in his Time; a ſhining Light that hath diſcovered the 
Darkneſs in all the World, for it is Light that diſcovereth 
Darkneſs; and hath not the Prophet enlightned the Under- 
ſtandings of many, that in Light they ſee Light? Hath not 
the Prophet fed them with Bread of Life? He hath given 
them the Fleſh of God to eat, he hath given them Water of 
Life to drink, even the Blood of God to drink, to ſatisfy 
their thirſty Souls; alſo, he hath brought them to the Know- 
ledge of the true God, his Form and Nature; he hath 
brought them to feed upon the Fleſh of God, and to drink 
his Blood by Faith, whereby their Souls have never hungred 
nor thirſted more after the Forgiveneſs of Sins or Satisfaction 
of Mind as to Things of Eternity; for who hath fed the 
People with the Knowledge of God, the Knowledge of the 
right Devil, the Knowledge of Scripture, and all other hea- 
venly Secrets which are hid from all the People in the World, 
beſides ? Hath not the Prophet taken the People by the Hand, 
and pulled them out from the Spirit of Bondage, which kept 
them under Fear, and hath pulled them out from under the 
Taſk-maſters of Superſtition in Egypt? The Prophet hath led 
them through the Wilderneſs of their Minds, and hath brought 
them into the Paradiſe of Peace, and hath ſhewed them where 
the Tree of Life ſtood in the Midſt of the heavenly Canaan 
above the Stars, and many of them have ſtretched forth the 
Hand of Faith, and have taken of the Tree of Life, -and 
eat and live for ever, and ſo are ſet down at Reſt there. And 
doth. not all the People in the World elſe periſh for Want of 
Knowledge, but thoſe few who are led and guided by the 
Prophet? He hath bleſſed many of them, and hath led them 
into the Way of Peace, a ſtrait and narrow Way, that few 
can find; and when they have wanted Comfort of Mind, he 
hath - comforted. them; and when they have been weak in 
Knowledge, he hath ſtrengthned them; and when any of 
their Brethren have been too ſtrong one for another, he would

not ſuffer the Strong to trample upon the Weak and Feeble, 
but would lift him up, and uphold him with his own Know- 
ledge, ſo that no People under the Sun live better for the 
Generality than thoſe People who are obedient unto the Pro- 
phet, or under him. Hath the Prophet been a Burthen, or 
opprefſive to any of the Faith, let them ſpeak, and he will 
reſtore them two-fold ; or hath he favoured the Rich, or 
oppreſſed the Poor ; nay, hath he not forced the Rich to 
help the Poor? Nay, the Yoke laid upon the Neck of theſe 
People by the Prophet is eaſter and better, both ſpiritual and 

temporal, than the Yoke of any other People whatſoever. 
And now I ſhall ſpeak unto you in particular, and aſk the 
Reaſon why you rebelled againſt me. What Cauſe did I 
give you to rebel? Were you offended at my Words? And 
becauſe I did bear with many Weakneſſes of ſome of your 
Brethren in the Faith, and had Compaſſion on them, and 
would not ſuffer them to be ſo much oppreſſed in Spirit for 
the Guile of their own Sins, and judged and condemned by 
their own Brethren in the ſame Faith, becauſe they were of 
corrupt Natures, ſo doth God himſelf bear with corrupt Na- 
tures; the Prophet muſt bear with corrupt Natures, as well 
as with pure uncorrupt Natures, though you cannot, for 
Prophets are not ſure that all uncorrupt Natures will believe 
them; ſo that if a Prophet hath not Power to uphold ſome © 
corrupt Natures that believe him, to what Purpoſe then ſhould 
God ſend him? And will you find Fault with the Prophet for 
being merciful co corrupt-natured Men, whoſe Nature is more 
corrupt than your's ? Yet the Prophet hath upheld you theſe 
many Years. You may remember when you came acquainted 
with me firſt, that there was ſome Difference between Claxton 
and you. Claxton was high in Knowledge at that Time, and 
yourſelf weak and low in Knowledge at that Time, and his 
Knowledge and Faith was over you, and above you, and did 
keep. you under him, though his wicked Life had been worſe 
than your's, yet your legal Righteouſneſs between Man and 
Man could not have. delivered you from his Power, had not

H Is is to let you know, that I have ſeen three of your 

rebellious Letters, for which Cauſe I was not willing 
that any Rebel ſhould ſee the Anſwer to thoſe Aſſertions laid 
down by William Medgate, that grand Rebel. Your Letters 
are full of Nonſenſe, and not good Enghſh; and you have | 
laid down the Aſſertions falſe Lies, and not true. Thoſe nine 
wrote by Medgate were well laid down, and I on them all 
to be true as they are laid down ; and I have given an Anſwer 
to them all, but no Rebel ſhall ſee them if I can help it. 
But it ſeems that you have undertaken, not only to anſwer 
the Aſſertions, but to give Judgment upon them; and not 
only fo, but you vapour and threaten me, that you will force 
me to give Anſwer to them, as if ſo be you were commil- 
ſioned to judge me. I ſhall not ſpeak of many of your 
wicked, nonſenſical, rebellious Words; it would be too tedi-

Secondly, You ſay, That if 1 do give Sentence upon you 
before I have anſwered the Aſſertions, you ſay you will force 
me to it, if you and I do live in England ; and that you will 
bring me on the Stage.

Thirdly, You ſay, You have more Ground to be offended 
with me than I have to be offended with you: For, ſay you, 

I do affirm that you are fallen from the Truth, and have gone 
about to overthrow Jobn Reeve, and have contradicted my- 
ſelf : This is Devil like, to judge his Lord and Maſter. 


Fourthly, Y ou, fay you, will make me believe a Lie, and more 
than one, but many Lies, contrary to all the Prophets and 
Jobn Reeve's Writings, Here is the Mark of a Reprobate, 
to charge his Teacher with Lies from dead Men's Writings ; 
theſe are but a few of the Fruits of your Rebellion, but there 
is enough to condemn one Rebel to Eternity, if there were no 
more; but this I ſhall ſay unto you, that you have ſhewed 
yourſelf a right Scotchman, a diſſembling falſe-hearted Man, of 

the Scottip Nature. And it would be a rare Thing to meet with 
a a true-hearted Scorch-Man or Woman, that is upright in Heart, 
either to God or Man: For I have been in this Commiſſion 
- almoſt twenty Years , and I never knew but two, one a Scotch- 
man, and a Scotch-Homan, that made a Profeſſion of this Faith, 
and they proved both falſe-hearted, both to God and Man ; 
for the Woman did fall from 7obn Reeve in his Time, for 
which he branded her with a Title of falſe-hearted Scot, and 
you, the Man, is fallen from that Faith, you once had in me, 
to Rebellion, for which I ſhall brand you with the Mark of 
Reprobation, for you have ſhewed yourſelf a Reprobate, a falſe- 
hearted Man, a Caſt-away. Did you not ſay, that you did 
believe that I had Power to give a Bleſſing unto you of 
eternal Happineſs, elſe you would not have aſked-it of me. 

And upon your Requeſt, ſaying you did believe that I had 
ſuch Power, I gave you a Bleſſing, and you continued in my 
Favour, and in the Favour of many Believers, for a _ ; 
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but now you have deſpiſed the Bleſſing as E/au did his Birth- 
right ; for the Bleſſing of a Prophet is a good Birthright, if 
it be not deſpiſed ; but you have deſpiſed and diſowned it, 
and forſaken the Bleſſing of a living Prophet, and do cleave 
unto dead Men's Words, and to the Doctrine of thoſe 
that are dead. Fohn Reeve is dead, and thoſe that wrote the 
Scriptures are dead, but he that God hath preſerved alive, to 
be the Judge of John Reeve's Writings, and Judge of the 
Writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles, which you never knew, 
neither did you ever receive any Light or Knowledge from 
them, but what you received from me; yet have you lift u 
yourſelf in Rebellion againſt me, and have deſpiſed the Blei 
ſing, therefore you ſhall have the Curſe of a Prophet in the 
room of it, and ſee, if that will ſtick more cloſe unto you; for 
this I ſay, you ſhall never caſt that off, as you have done the 
Bleſſing, but it ſhall remain upon your Spirit to Eternity; 
for your Condition is much like unto King Saul's: The 

Spirit of the Lord departed from him, and an evil 
Spirit was ſent from the Lord to him ; that is, while he kept 
in Obedience to the Prophet Samuel, the good Spirit of Peace 


from the Lord in his Seed gave him Peace of Conſcience ; 


but his Rebellion and Diſobedience to the Prophet Samuel, 
cauſed that Peace of Conſcience to depart from him; and 
the evil Spirit in the Seed of Reaſon, of Rebellion, and Diſ- 
obedience, was ſent unto him, and that became a Worm in 
his Conſcience, that never dies, and a Fire in his Conſcience, 
that will never be quenched, 14 

This will be your Condition for your Rebellion and Diſ- 


obedience unto me; for while you were kept in Obedience 


unto me, the Prophet of the Lord, the good Spitit of the 
Lord in your Seed, that believed in his Prophet, it preſerved 
you in Peace of Conſcience, in that I gave you the Bleſſing; but 
now, through your Diſobedience to the Prophet of the Lord, 
and Rebellion againſt. God, for it is all one, if God himſelf 
were in my Place, you would fay as much to him as you do 
to me; but the good Spirit of the Lord is departed from you, 
and an evil Spirit, from.the Lord, is ſent unto you, even the 
Fruit of your Diſobedience and Rebellion, which is the Curſe 


of God, you being rejected ij _ of his Prophet, =_ 
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caſt out from the Society of the Faithful for ever; ſo that the 
Worm of Rebellion will never die in your Conſcience, nor the 
Fire of Hell will never be quenched in you; fo that you ſhall 
know this Torment is for nothing but your Diſobedience and 
Rebellion againſt the Prophet, 

And as for your vapouring that I, nor all the Devils in the 
World, cannot hurt you, and that my Power is no more feared 
by you than a Child of a Day old, theſe Words you have 
learned of Medgate, that Dragon Devil, who hath roared out 
his Rebellion like a mad Bull ; and you have learned of him 
to call the Prophet of the Lord Devil, who was his Lord 
and Maſter, and yours alſo. But for all your Vapour, you 

ſhall find that my Power ſhall reach you wherever you go; 
if you aſcend up to Heaven in your Imagination, my Faith 
and Authority ſhall pull you down from thence 3 and if 
you go down into Hell, I ſhall find you out there, and your 
Act of. Rebellion ſhall be executed, and my Judgment ſhall 
be executed upon you there. And if you go to the uttermoſt 
Parts of the Earth, you ſhall not flie from that Curſe that ſhall 
follow you; ſo that you ſhall know that the moſt High hath 
choſen me, and rejected you. And as for your threatning me 
that you will force me to anſwer the Aſſertions, if you and I 
live in England, and that you will bring me upon the Stage, 
do you not ſnew yourſelf a Cain and Judas Devil; you would 
both betray your Lord and Maſter, as Judas did his, and 
kill, as Cain did his Brother, becauſe he was accepted, and Cain 
rejected. So, becauſe God hath accepted of me, and hath ſet 
a me in his Place, and hath rejected you, therefore you would 
betray me, to bring me upon the Stage. Your evil Spirit is 
willing, I perceive, but your Power is weak. And will you 
dare to talk of bringing a Man upon the Stage, that is free- 
botn, and free by Service, by you, that are a Foreigner, a 
Stranger, and Alien, one that is by Act of Parliament counted 
a Vagabond, a Runagate, a Fugitive in a Nation which is not 
yout own, who is not free-born, nor free by Redemption; yet 
you will dare to bring me upon the Stage, becauſe I condemn 
you for your Rebellion. And this I ſay, if I were treacherous 
in Heart, as you are, I would quickly cauſe you to be removed 
n Fire, if nt en ef A,, buy | Shall log that pales

Things that was Error to me, and Error in itſelf, 
-Oppoſe him in to his Face, and he could-not deny it. And 
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and I would fain know how you can force me to let you ſee 
the Anſwer to the Aſſertions, or to bring me upon the Stage; 
you may do what you can now, I provoke you to it, but here 
you may fee the Pride and Preſumption againft your own Soul, 
in that you have lifted yourfelf up againſt your Lord and 
Maſter. 

And whereas you ſay and affirm that I am fallen from the 
Truth, is not this the Word of a Rebel, that learned and was 
taught the Way of Truth, and what Truth is; neither had you 
any Light or Truth at all, but what you received from me, 
your Lord and Maſter ; and yet the Spitit of Rebellion in you 
is grown ſo wiſe to judge your Maſter. that taught you, to 
be fallen from Truth, ſo that you know how to teach your 
Maſter better than he can teach you. But how can I expect 
any better from the Spirit of Rebellion? Alſo you ſay, I 
would make you believe Lies: Who lade you a Judge, what 
is a Lie, and what is Truth? You ſay, I go about to over- 
throw Jobn Reeve, and that I would make you believe many 
Lies, contrary to all the Prophets and John Reeve's Writ- 
ings : 

; To this I ſay, What have you to do with John Reeve's Writ- 
ings, now he is dead? Neither have you to do with the Pro- 
phets nor Apoſtles Writings; they are all given into my 
Hands, that is alive, and you ought all to be taught of me 


that am alive, or elſe you cannot be taught of God. And 
Whereas you ſay, I contradict John Reeve: 


T0 this I ſay, I have Power ſo to do, and 1 had Power fo 


Things, when he was alive; and John Reeve wißte ſome 
h I did 


yet notwithſtanding John Reeve was infallible, and did write 


by an unerring Spirit. This will ſeem a Riddle, except it be 
unfolded thus: As to the doctrinal Part contained in our 


Writings, the ſix Principles were written by an unerring and 


:infallible Spirit in Fohn Reeve, and the Interpretation of Scrip- 


ture written by him was infallible ; but Fobn Reeves Ex- 
perience and Apprehenſion of God's taking immediate Notice 
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and Woman immediately from his own Perſon, this was Error 
: in Jobn Reeve's Judgment and Experience, as I did prove to 
| his Face; but the Things being written before, and they were 
of no Conſequence as to eternal Happineſs, they were let paſs. 
Beſides none can judge of a Prophet's Writing or Judgment, 
but he that is equal in Power and Judgment with him. Being * 
choſen of God, I had Power to contradict him in his Judg- 
ment; and though it was Error, it would have been Rebellion 
in any Believer to do as I did. And now, I being the laſt 
Liver, it is Rebellion in you to call any Thing Lies or Error 
that I do juſtify to be true; for none is to call me to an Ac- 
count, or to reſiſt my Judgment in ſpiritual Things or Matters, 
but God only. And I am ſure he hath and will juſtify me in 
what I have done, and in what I do of this Nature, Beſides, 
where Men are choſen equal in Power, they may contradict one 
> the other in ſome Things, and yet both infallible Men in Doc- 
trine, but not in Judgment and Practice. | 
As for Example, Peter was an infallible Man, and did 
write by an infallible and unerring Spirit, as to the Doctrine of 
Chriſt, yet he erred in his Judgment and Practice, and cir- 
cumciſed Timothy, contrary to his Commiſſion from Chriſt ; 
and it was a great Error in Peter, and Paul being an Apoſtle, 
and in equal Power, withſtood him to his Face, and reproved 
him of Error and Diſſimulation. Now ſhould any Believer of 
Peter's Doctrine have ſaid to Peter, thou art a Liar, and no 
true Apoſtle, nor hath not an infallible Spirit, but art in Error, 
if this ſhould have been ſpoken by any private Believer, as it 
was by Paul, who was equal in Power, I would not have 
been in that Believer's Condition for all the World. a 
Again: Did not Paul write by an infallible Spirit ? As to the - 
Doctrine of Chriſt, Peter and he did agree in that; but Paul 
committed an Error in his Judgment and Practice, when he 
pretended a Vow ; this was a great Error in him, it had like 
to have coſt him his Life. And ſhould any dare to ſay that 
he wrote his Epiſtles by an erring lying Spirit? So like- 
wiſe Paul and James do abſolutely contradi& one another: 
Paul ſaith, Rom. iii. 28. You ſee then by Works a Man is juſti- 
fied, and not by Faith only. Here is a quite Contradiction to 
Paul. And ſhould any Believer, in their Time, dare to ſay 


that 
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that either of theſe did write Error and Lies, and that they 


were not infallible Men, in their Doctrine of Chriſt, becauſe 
they differed in Judgment, in Point of Faith and Works; 


this was much like John Reeve's believing God did take. 


_ of every particular Man, and my Judgment that God 
did not. 
Now ſhall any dare to ſay, that either of us are Liars, be- 
cauſe we differ in Judgment in ſome Things ? Beſides, this is 
a common Thing in the Scripture, for. Prophets and Apoſtles. 
to differ in Judgment and Practice, but not in Doctrine; as 
the four Evangeliſts, they contradict one another very oft, and 
the Words of Chrift himſelf contradict one the other, in many 
Places, which would be too tedious to name now. Now be- 
cauſe Chriſt's Words do contradict one the other, ſhall any 
dare. to ſay he ſpake Lies, and taught Error, and that 
which he ſpake was contrary to all Truth, or that he was not 
a true Chriſt ? None but Devils did fay ſo, when he was upon 
the Earth. And ſhould any, in the Apoſtles, Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, and Jobn's Time, dare to ſay that any of them wrote 
Lies and Errors, becaule they contradicted one another, in 
point of Judgment and Experience? None but Devils did find 
Fault and cavil with them, when they were alive. And ſo it 
is now, with John Reeve and me; none but Devils would have 
made a Fraction and Diſturbance amongſt the Believers, about 
John Reeve's writing of Error; for this I muſt tell you, that 
no Man upon Earth is to judge what is infallible, and what is 
not, but the Prophet only that is alive; and if Men will not * 
take Things upon his Words and Judgment, whoever refuſeth 
it upon his bare Word, will periſh to Eternity ; therefore the 
Spirit of Rebellion hath deceived you, and made you forſake 
the Prophet that is alive, and to cleave unto John Reeve, that 
is dead, and to truſt to the Scriptures, that were never 
ſpoken to you, nor given unto you; but thoſe People they 
were ſpoken unto, did receive Benefit by them, if they did be- 
lieve in Time, when that Faith was in Being. But Fobn 
Reeve s Writings, nor the Scripture, will do you no good, 
now you have rebelled againſt the Prophet that is alive; 
neither will that Faith in them deliver you at all from thoſe. 
eternal Torments, neither will thoſe dead Prophets * 
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from your Rebellion, nor help you to the Knowledge of 
Truth, now they are all dead ; but this live Prophet ſhall tor- 
ment you, and thoſe dead ones ſhall not deliver you from my 
Power. 

And as you have walked in the Steps of Korab, Dathanand 
Abiram, thoſe notable Rebels, who rebelled againſt Maſes and 
Aaron: And what was the Fruits of their Rebellion? Did 
not Moſes, the Prophet of the Lord, cauſe the Ground to open 
and ſwallow them up alive. And this you ſhall know, though 
T cannot cauſe the Earth to open its Mouth as Moſes did, yet 
this I can do, by my Commiſſion of the Spirit, I can open 
Hell's Mouth, and that ſhall ſwallow you up alive, and keep 
you there eternally, where your Worm of Conſcience ſhall 
never die, and the Fire of Hell ſhall never go out, that you 
may know to your endleſs Pain and Shame, that you rebelled 
and forſook the Bleſſing of a true Prophet alive upon Earth 
at this Day. And for all your Pride, Preſumption, and Va- 
pouring, lifting yourſelf up againſt the Lord's anointed choſen 
Prophet. And it will be a Wonder, if God's Vengeance doth 
not make you exemplary in this World, to be a Fugitive and 
Vagabond upon the Face of the Earth before you die, beſides 
your Damnation hereafter ; for Sins of this Nature are puniſh- 
ed with a greater Puniſhment than any other Sin what- 
ſoever, but Murder; and it would have been good for you and 
Medgate, if you had never been born. Therefore, in Obedience 
to my Commiſſion, for this your Wickedneſs, in falling from 
the Faith you onee had in the Prophet, now alive, to Rebel- 
lon againſt him and againſt God, and for many baſe, proud 
preſumptuous Speeches in your Letters, I do pronounce you 
curſed and damned, in Soul and Body, from the Preſence of 
God, Ele& Men and Angels, to Eternity. And now do you 
ſee whether God will take Notice of you, to deliver you, or 
whether he will own you or me; or whether your Faith 
be ſtronger than mine; or whether you have declared 
Truth or I ; neither ſhall any of this Faith eat or drink 
with you, or trade any more with you, if I can help it; for 
you are caſt out of God's Sight for ever, and caft out of the 
Prophet's Sight, and caſt out of the Aſſembly, or the Society 
of the Believers, for ever; and now you may ſeek new Acquaint- 
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tance in the World, and ſee if you can find a better Sort of 
People than thoſe you fiad Fault with. And you need not 
fear as Cain did, that every one that meets you will kill you; 
but 4 own evil deceitful Heart to your Principles, and

Be- 
cauſe the Moral-Law is: the ſecond Commandment; for as 

_ Chriſt ſaid, when on Earth, There is but two Commandments ; 
that is, one Commandment on. God's mo alid the other on 
Man's Part. 
The — that is for God, 18 e ed ſpiri- : 
'tual, and heavenly 3: that is, Thou ſhalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy Heart, with all thy Soul, and with all thy. Strength. 
This Commandment no Man, in the World, can keep, or per- 
form, but thoſe that do truly believe in this Commiſſion of the 
Spirit: Why? Becauſe no Religion in the World, at this Day, 
doth know 0 true God in his Form and Nature, but thoſe 
that believe in this Commiſſion of the Spirit.

For this I know, that there is never a Man in the World, but 
would have every Man to do juſtly and honeſtly by him; but 
he will not do ſo by others. For this Moral-Law, written in 
every Man's Heart, is on Man's Part to keep and perform; 
that is, whatſoever he would have another do unto him, let 
him do ſo to another; for if all Men did walk by this Moral- 
Law, written in every Man's Heart, then there would be no 
Wickedneſs acted upon this Earth; for obſerve, there is no 
Man that hath his Senſes or in his Wits, and his Reaſon in 
him, that would willingly have another Man to commit Adul- 
tery with his Wife, whom he loves, or to commit Fornication 
with his Daughters.

ever did any Evil at all to any Man. This was David's Caſe, 
he thought he hid his Sin of Adultery, by cauſing her Huſ- 
band to be killed; but Death appearing preſently after the 
Act of Sin, Sin appeareth alſo; for Death and Sin always 
goeth Hand in Hand together, to accuſe the Conſcience, and 
Hell followeth at the Heels. As for Example, when Adam 
had ſinned his Sin, his Sin did not accuſe him, but thought 
| himſelf well enough, till the Voice of the Lord called, Adam, 
Where art thou? immediately after his Sin was committed, 
and ſaid, Haſt thou eaten of the Tree of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil, which. 7 forbad thee to eat of ? 
So likewiſe when Cain had killed his Brother Abel, he 
thought all would be well with him ; but when God called 
unto Cain, and ſaid, Thy Brotber*s "Blood crieth from the 
Greund unto me for Vengeance, then Sin and Death ae to- 
gether in Cain's Conſcience, which cauſed him to lay, his 
Punifhment was greater than he could bear. 

And ſo it was with David, he thought himſelf well when 
Uriah was lain, till the Prophet Nathan in .his Parable had 
convinced him of his two Sins in Act of Adultery and Mur- 
der, then Sin and Death went Hand in Hand together againſt 
his Conſcience, which made him cry out, he had ſinned againſt 
the Ed. , 

And this is that, as I ſaid before, that doth ſeem to ſeparate 
a true Believer in this Commiſſion of the Spirit from that 
Peace and Joy they had in the Time of Health, which is to 
the great Diſnonour of Truth, which no Prophet, nor God 
himſelf when on Earth, could prevent, the Fear of Death be- 
ing not at. Ben with Death i in Health, | | 


Purpoſe, as ſhe faith, to ſee 1 and Saddington; therefore it 
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Query 6. Whether a Perſon dying ſo, may be accounted 
true in the Faith, and may notwithſtanding obtain a Crown of 
Righteouſneſs from the God of our Hope at the laſt Day? 

Anſwer. That a Perſon ſo dying in Trouble and Diſtraction 
in the Hour of Death, if his Trouble and Diſtraction of 
Mind doth ariſe through ſome actual Sin, after the receiving 
of the Truth, then, except he can procure a Forgiveneſs from 
him that is the Head of that Doctrine which he received the 
Truth from; I ſay, ſuch a Perſon that hath diſhonoured the 
Truth, and hath committed Sin in Act, after he received the 
Knowledge of the Truth, he may not be accounted true in the 
Faith, neither can he obtain a Crown of Righteouſneſs from 
the God of our Hope at the laſt Day, except he can procure 
Forgiveneſs of that Perſon as aforeſaid. 

Thus I have anſwered your fix Queries, according to your 
Requeſt z and having no other Matter, at this Time, to write 
unto you, I ſhall take Leave, and remain, in that eternal Truth, 
which none knoweth, but choſe that truly believe in this

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was neceſſary that I ſhould write a few Lines unto you, upon 
her Requeſt, to ſignify unto you that ſhe hath been with me; 
which Lines unto you are as followeth : | 

I have had great Experience of your ſtedfaſt Faith in the 
true God, and in this Commiſſion of the Spirit, ever fince you 
firſt heard of it, even above twenty Years ; you have been, as 
it were, the Corner-ſtone, that was laid in that Kingdom of 
Ireland, which many have ſtumbled at, and have daſhed their 
Foot againſt a Stone; and others again have built their Houſe 
upon this Stone, as upon a Rock, fo that no Winds nor 
Storms of Perſecutions, Reproaches, Slanders, and Lies, 
could make it fall, or ſhake this Doctrine of the true God, in 
his Form and Nature, and of the right Devil, in his Form 
and Nature, which Reeve and Muggleten have declared in our 
Wrizings, which I perceive you and others are very well 
ſatisfied in, do truly underſtand and believe; for there can be 
no true Faith in the Heart, except the Underſtanding be en- 
lightened firft, And theſe two Forms and Natures are two 
Pillars ; the one Pillar bears up Heaven, and the other bears 
up Hell. 

4 God's Form is ſpiritual, heavenly, and glorious, yet 
in the Form of Man, and his Nature is all pure Faith, which 
is all Power: Therefore all true Believers do partake of the 
Divine Nature of God, even the Seed of Faith, which is but as 
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Except you eat my Fleſh, and drink my Bleod, you have 
no Life in you; for his Fleſh is Meat indeed, and his Blood 
Drink indeed. | 3 

And this I ſay, None upon Earth, at this Day, doth eat 
his Fleſh, and drink his Blood, but thoſe that do truly believe 
the Doctrine of this Commiſſion of the Spirit: Why? Becauſe 
no Man hath Faith to believe that God became Fleſh, and 
dwelt amongſt Men here upon Earth, who doth not believe 
that the Fleſh of Chriſt was the Fleſh of God, and the Blood 
of Chriſt to be the Blood of God; and who hath not Faith to 
believe, That the Godhead Life died when Chriſt was offered 
up unto Death through the eternal Spirit; no, not any but thoſe 
that believe our Report, 

Therefore it is that all religious Men periſh for Want of 
Faith in the true God, they cannot eat the Fleſh of God, that 
is Meat indeed, to ſatisfy their hungry Souls; neither can they 
drink the Blood of God, which is Drink indeed, to quench the 
thirſty Soul of Man. But bleſſed are your Eyes that ſee, and 
Ears that hear, and have Hearts that underſtand the Things 
that belong to your Peace; for God hath given you his own 
Fleſh to eat, and his own Blood to drink, which hath aſſured 
you that you ſhall drink of thoſe new Joys, and new Pleaſures, 
and new Glories in the Kingdom of Eternal Glory. 

This is that Wine that Cbriſt, our God, our King, and Re- 
deemer, will drink a-new with his Apoſtles, and us the Witneſſes 
of the Spirit, and you the Believers, in the Kingdom of 
eternal Glory. | | 
And this I ſay, all thoſe, or all us, that have eat of the 
Fleſh of God, and drank his Blood by Faith here in the State 
of Mortality, we ſhall be gathered together in the Reſurrec» 
tion (as the Fowls) to fly in the Midſt of Heaven, being im- 


mortalized, ſhall come to the 4 of the great God, that 
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ſecuted and hated the Lord's Prophets, Apoſtles, and Meſ- 
ſiengers, which he ſent in this World, 

Oh! how bleſſed are we that ſhall ſup with the great God 
of Heaven, in the Deſtruction of our Enemies; for as God was 
hated when he was on Earth, ſo are we for his Sake; and as 
God is pleaſed to make his Supper with the Deſtruction of the 
Souls and Bodies of the Seed of the Serpent, to Eternity, and 
he hath invited us, the Fowls of Heaven, to ſup with the 
great God, why ſhould not we rejoice in this Supper which the 
great God hath made, even in the Deſtruction of this wicked 
World ; for this Earth is a Habitation of Devils, while the 
World doth endure. And for my Part, I could willingly ſu 
with the great God of Heaven, that hath redeemed my Soul. 
in the Deſtruction of this World, that I might eat the Fleſh 
of mighty Men; Mayors, Judges, Juries, ſmall and great De- 
vils, that have hated me without a Cauſe. Oh! how happy 
are we that ſhall ſup with the great God, that is, in the Aſ- 
ſurance we have, that God hath ordained wicked perfecuting 
Kings, and high Captains, and Judges, and mighty Men, and 
all other inferior Devils, both -ſmall and great, more than 
the Sand of the Sea-ſhore, which cannot be numbered, to 
be damned to Eternity, to ſuffer thoſe eternal Torments. 

Theſe I know ſhall be caſt alive into a Lake of Fire, burn- 
ing with Brimſtone, to all Eternity; and we, the Fowls of 
Heaven, ſhall eat or feed upon the Miſeries of theſe mighty 
Men, as in a Supper with the great God, praiſing and mag- 
_ nifying him that redeemed us with his own Blood, from being 

Devils incarnate, or Devils in Fleſh, And in this we ſhall eat 
the Fleſh of Kings, and the Fleſh of high Captains, and the 
Fleſh of mighty Men-Devils, and the Fleſh of ſmall and great 
Devils. And this Supper, I know, we ſhall have with the 
oe God in the Reſurrection, when we ſhall aſcend in the 

louds of Heaven, and meet the Lord in the Air, and leave the 
Devils, the Serpent, and his Seed, here upon this Earth, where 
they ſhall be tormented Day and Night for ever, and ever- 
more, even to Eternity. This is the true Interpretation of Jobn's 
Words, in the xixth Chapter of his Revelation, concerning the 
Supper of the great God, and the Fowls of Heaven ; for God 
hath ſowed in this World the Seed of Faith, which is _ 
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the ſmall Seed, even as one Grain of Muſtard Seed, which 
indeed, as Chriſt faith, Matt. xiii, and 32, is the leaſt of all 
Seeds; but, when it is grown, it is the greateſt among Herbs. 
And it is a Tree, ſo that the Birds of Heaven came and built 
in the Branches thereof: So in Mark the ivth, and giſt, the 
Kingdom of God is compared to a Grain of Muſtard Seed, 
which, when it is ſown in the Earth, is the leaſt of all Seeds; 
but after it is ſown, it groweth up, and is greateſt of all Herbs, 
and beareth great Branches, fo that the Fowls of Heaven may 
build under the Shadow of it. So in Luke xiii, and 19, then 
ſaid he, What is the Kingdom of God like? It is like a Grain 
of Muſtard Seed, which a Man took and ſowed in his Garden, 
and it grew and waxed a great Tree, and the Fowls of Heaven 
made Nets in the Branches thereof. 

This ſmall Grain is the Grain of Faith that was in God 
from Eternity, by which he created the Heaven and the Earth, 
and all Creatures elfe, in both Worlds, by this litle Grain of 
Faith, no bigger than a Muſtard Seed, hath he done all his 
Wonders. By this Grain of Faith did he ſow himſelf in this 
Earth or Garden, which was in this World, which was in the 
Virgin's Womb, and brought forth himſelf a Man-Child, 
in pure Mortality, And this Grain of Faith, that was ſown in 
the Field of this World, it grew up to be a Tree, that is, a 
Man, whoſe Branches ſpread themſelves forth ſo thick, that 
the Fowls of Heaven do make their Neſts in the Branches 
thereof. oY | 

This Tree of Faith, which is compared to a ſmall Grain of 
Muſtard Seed, was Chrift, the only God, become Fleſh z when 
he was in the Glory of the Father, he was that Man that 
ſowed that Grain of Faith in the Field of this World, or in 
the Garden of Eden, when he breathed into Adam and Eve the 
Breath of Life, and they became living Souls: Then was 
this little Grain of Faith no bigger than a Grain of Muſtard 
Seed, ſowed in the Field of the ele& World : So that, all that 
are Partakers of this little Grain of Faith, they build their Neſts 
in the Branches of this Tree, by having Peace, Salvation, and 


Life eternal abiding in them. 


Theſe are the Fowls of Heaven, that build their Salvation 
upon Cbriſt's Death, Reſurrection, and Aſcenſion, which

none in this World doth at this Day, but thoſe that 


trtuly believe this Doctrine declared by Reeve and Maggleton. 


We are the Fowls of Heaven in this laſt Age, that have re- 
ceived a Meaſure of this Grain of Faith, which doth cauſe us 
to make our Neſts, and reſt quietly in the Branches of God's 
free electing Love, in his Redemption and Salvation. 

Thus I have given you the true Interpretation of the Ex- 
cellency of this little Grain of Faith, as ſmall as a Grain of 
Muſtard Seed, which you, that have but a Meaſure of it, can 
experience the Truth of it. Therefore I ſhall ſay no 
more at preſent, but remember my Love to yourſelf and good

To which I ſhalt give yow ſome Anſwer, both to the firſt 
Part of your Letter, and alſo to the latter Part of ir. 

Firft,, You fay, That you have been . made to wait upon 
Jau Chriſt, the only God, for Satisfaction thereof. 
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I would have you to conſider, how could you wait and be 
ſatisfied in the Belief of ſuch a God, which you never knew? For 
the Letter of the Scriptures did never declare to you, that Jeſus 
Chriſt was the only God ; neither did God commiſſionate no 
Prophet nor Apoſtle for to declare it, though their Declarations 
was as neceſſary to be believed, in their Time and Place, as 
this Commiſſion of the Spirit z which Commiſſion of the Spirit 
hath deeper Myſteries held forth in it than the other two 
Commiſſions had : For God never did give to any Prophets 
or Apoſtles the Knowledge of his own Form or Nature, 
before he became Fleſh; if they did know it, they did not re- 
veal it; but he hath given it to his two laſt ſpiritual Witneſſes 
and Prophets, John Reeve and Lodowick Muggleton, who were 
thoſe choſen Witneſſes of God, which ſhould have more Un- 
derſtanding of the Mind of God, in the Scriptures, than all 
the Men in the World, 1 

Which Knowledge of God's Mind in the Scriptures doth 
conſiſt of theſe ſix Heads: | 


1 Firſ, Of the Form and Nature of God, before he became 
eſh. | 


Secondly, Of the Form and Nature of the Devil, before he 
became Fleſh, | | 


Thirdly, Of the Place and Nature of Heaven. 
_ Fourthly, Of the Place and Nature of Hell. 
Fifthly, Of the Nature and Perſons of Angels. 
| Sixthly, Of the Mortality of the Soul. 


Upon the Knowledge of theſe ſix Principles depends the 
eternal Happineſs of many. And the Knowledge of the two 
Seeds is thoſe two Keys that doth open thoſe two, namely, the 
ſtrait and narrow Gate, that leadeth unto Life, and the 
broad and wide Gate, that leadeth to Deſtruction. And thoſe

Therefore 
there could be no Will in his God, whereby any Man ſhould

And this is that Will of God, which you call Jeſus Cbriſt, 
into which Eſtate the Lord did twice bring you; which Eſtate 
of yours in that Faith of Jacob Bemon's could not be a true

And where there is not the Knowledge of the true God, there

Noa this natural Witchcraft is acted by ſuch as are called 
Witches and Conjurers. Now as for thoſe ignorant Women, 
which are Witches, their Witchcraft lies in their wicked Na- 
ture, by giving themſelves up to believe that there is no God 
at all, but Nature only, and ſo by that ſtrong Faith that they 
have in Nature, they have Power over thoſe whoſe Underftand- 
ings are of a lower Capacity than themſelves; and ſo People 
being ignorant and fearful of them, doth many Times difturb 
and ſearch their Blood with the Extremity of Fear, which they 
have of one that is ſuſpected for a Witch, and fo by their own 
Fear and Imagination they come to be bewitched. As a Man 
being overcharged with extreme Grief, or being prevented 
by one that he loves, he goes diſtracted, or runneth mad, 
which is no other but his being bewitched. And fo it is with 
all thoſe that are ignorant and overcharged with Fear; and as 
for thoſe Children and Cattle that are bewitched, it is by 
ſome other Sorcery, which they do uſe, with Herbs and Plants, 
and fome other Things of Nature, they having ſome ſmall 
Knowledge of that Sympathy and Influence the Stars have 
over thoſe Bodies and Herbs; and fo mixeth their Faith and 
Experience together, pretending to do all Manner of Good, but 
intendeth nothing but Evil; ſo that there is no ſuch Thing as 
People do vainly imagine, as for Spirits to ſuck Witches ; but 
all the Devils that is, is their own dark Reaſon, and that Spirit 
that doth bewitch any Creature, it doth ariſe out of their own 
Imagination. And as for Conjurers and Magicians, their 
Reaſon is more enlightened than the others is, becauſe they 
do go altogether by the Figure, which is an Art by which the 
Reaſon of Man hath produced Characters and Figures for the 
ſeveral: Stars and Planets; and ſo they came to imagine the 
Influences of thoſe Stars and Planets upon the Bodies of Men 
and many Times they do affright, yet it is ſtill but Witchcraft, 
for it is nothing elſe but the Imagination of Reaſon, that 
doth prye into the Secrets of Nature. And the firſt Witch- 
craft that ever was, it was produced by learning of Numbers 
and Figures, I ſay it was firſt from the Egyptians Arts, and 
from thence came Conjuration, and the Knowledge of the In- 
fluence of the Stars and Planets, and the Knowledge of Phy- 
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their Witchcraft is more tolerated by the Powers of the Nations; 
but I am confident that there is more People in the World 
bewitched with them, than there is with the other Sort of 
Witches; that is, they are deceived both in Body and in 
Mind, and Eſtate ; for when a Man is deceived in his Expect- 
ations and Faith which he had in that Art, he may very well 
be ſaid to be bewitched, But as for the raiſing of Spirits, 
without Bodies, there is no Witch, no Conjurer, or Magician, 
nor the greateſt Artiſt in the World, can do; neither can any 
Spirit aſſume any Body but its own. 

So much for natural Witches. 

And as for thoſe lying Signs and Wonders which John 
Robins did act, it was by a mere ſpiritual Witchcraft; his 
was not by the Knowledge of the Stars, though he had ſome 
Skill in that too; but the Power of his Witchcraft did lie in 
the aſſuming and raking-upon him the Title of the great God, 
as you may read in our Books ; and ſo that his Reaſon being 
more excerciſed in the Scriptures, upon ſpiritual Matters, be- 
cauſe the whole Body of the Scriptures doth conſiſt of ſpiri- 
_ tual and heavenly Matter; and he having more Knowledge in 
the Myſtery of the Scriptures, at that Time, than all Men in 
the World, therefore he had many that did fall down and 
worſhip him, becauſe his Knowledge in the Scriptures did ſur- 
- paſs other Men, and ſo produced Voices in himſelf, and could 
- Preſent lying Signs and Wonders unto all thoſe that were de- 
ceived by him, or that were afraid of him. Yet he did not 
deal with Spirits that had not Bodies, but all that Wiſdom 
and Witchcraft that he did ſhew, it came or aroſe out of his 
own Spirit of Reaſon, which was incloſed in his own Body. 
And there is the Influence of the ſame Spirit of Witchcraft 
doth now remain upon thoſe People called Quakers, notwith- 
' ſtanding their ſeeming Holineſs ; for they have many Times 
ſuch fleſhly Fits falling upon them, which doth ſeem as if 
they had the Falling-Sickneſs, and be as Men dumb, and will 
not ſpeak a Word for three or four Hours together, and upon 
a ſudden, they will break forth into a ſtrong Language, as if 
the Spirit did immediately move them to ſpeak. This, I ſay, 
it is nothing elſe but an Influence of Jobn Robins's ſpiritual 
Witchcraft, which is produced out of their own Spirit _— 
—_—_—_ <N:M | | them, 
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them, and not from any Spirit which hath no Body, without 
them. And all this is becauſe they have no Knowledge of the 
true God, or the right Devil. | | 
Therefore it is that the greateſt Part of the World doth lie 
under Witchcraft, either a natural Witchraft or a ſpiritual Witch- 
craft; there is a very few, that is delivered from * under one 
or both of them. There is none delivered but thoſe that are 
come to have Faith in this ſpiritual Commiſſion, which is now 
extant in the World; for Faith in it doth lead Men tothe Know- 
ledge of the true God and the right Devil, with all thoſe deep 
Myſteries, which. doth depend on them, the Knowledge of 
which doth free a Man from all Witchcrafts whatſoever, 
Therefore, I would adviſe you to read the Book of ours, 
called The Divine Looking-Glaſs ;, for that you may ſee there, 
that there can be no Spirits without a Body ; neither can any 
Witch or Conjurer raiſe any Spirit without a Body: But 
theſe Conjurers may do, through the Ignorance and Dark- 
neſs of Man's Reaſon, and that Fear and Belief that is in the 
Ignorant, they may, by their ignorant Power, raiſe a Shadow of 
Things, asif they were real Bodies, or Spirics, in the Shape 
of Bodies, as the Egyptians did before Pharaoh, King of Egypt; 
they did ſeem to raiſe Frogs and Graſshoppers in the Sight 
of Pharaoh, King of Egypt ; but I ſay they were not real Frogs 
and Graſshoppers, but Shadows of ſuch Things, which as ſoon 
as ever-their Witchcraft Power Art was over, their Frogs and 
Graſshoppers were gone alſo, elſe would the King and his 
People been as much troubled at thoſe Frogs, which the Ma- 
gicians did bring up on their Land, as they were with thoſe 
which Moſes brought up, which went into their Houſes. And 
now, if Moſes had not raiſcd Bodies, as well as Spirits ; or if 


he had raiſed Spirits without Bodies, they would have been as 


little troubled at thoſe Things which Moſes did, as they were 
at thoſe Shadows, or ſeeming Things, which the Magicians of 
Egypt did. There is ſome more of the Letter; but I have 
not Time to writ it. Vale, ſo reſteth your Friend,

Richard Leader, Merchant ; recited by Lodo- 
wick Muggleton, one of the two laſt Wit- 
neſſes and Prophets of the moſt} high God, 
the Man Chriſt Jeſus in Glory. 


| HIS Richard Leader, notwithſtanding he was well ſa— 
"A tisfied in ſpiritual” Things, as to his eternal Happinels, 
yet there was ſome Things as to temporal Matters, which we 
had declared, that he could not as yet conſent unto, becaule 
it was contrary to the Rule and Art of Aſtrology and Philo- 
ſophy ; for I aſked him what it was; he ſaid, you declare the 
Sun is not much bigger than it ſeemeth to be, and our Art 
ſaith, it is threeſcore Times bigger than the Earth: Alſo, ſaid 
he, you ſay the Moon doth not borrow any Light of, nor from 
the Sun : Likewiſe you ſay, that the Heavens 1s not much 
above fix Miles high from the Earth; and we by our Art do 
ſay, the Heavens areThouſands of Miles high from the Earth; 
theſe Things, faith he, ſeemeth ſomething ſtrange. 

Then I anſwered, and ſaid unto him, You are a Man, that 
have travelled through many Parts of the World, and you 
have been in that Place, called the equinoctial Line, where the 
Sun is neareſt to the Earth of any other Place, where the Heat 
is ſo great, that no Creature can ſcarce live, the Sun is fo hot; 
did the Sun ſeem any bigger to your Sight, when it was 


| Near to the Earth, than at other Times, when you were at a 


Diftance ? You ſaw the full Proportion of it, did you not? 
He anſwered, and ſaid, he did, Then ſaid I, did the Sun ſeem 
any bigger to your Eye-ſight, where it was near to the Earth, 
than at other Times? He anſwered, no, not any bigger, as 
he could diſcern. Why then, faid I, will you believe your 
lying Figure, before you will believe your own Eye-fight ? 
You muſt either ſay, the Sight of your Eye is falſe, or the 
traditional Figure you depend upon is falſe ; now hath not 


God appointed the Sight of the Eye to be Judge of that it 


* ſees? 
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ſees? But Men hath choſe rather to believe their lying Ima- 
gination, which they never ſaw, nor never can fee, nor knows 
not what it is; therefore it hath erected a Figure, that Man 
might be led into Darkneſs, imagine Things that are not, and 
make People believe, that the natural Sight, that God hath 
given Men in their Creation, to be Judge of what it ſees, to 
be a falſe Sight, and a falſe Judge; and your dark Imagination 
and Figure to be a true Light, and a true Judge of the Big- 
neſs of the Sun. For conſider, | 2575 
That the Imagmation of Reaſon in Man, doth always judge 
God to be bigger than he is, or leffer than he is; likewiſe 
Imagination being blind, it judgeth God's Power to be greater 
than it is, or leſſer than it is; and ſo it doth in the Works of 
Creation: As for Example; the Imagination of Man judgeth, 
that God made this vaſt Earth and Waters of Nothing; < 
which is more than God could do, for he never made any 
Thing of Subſtance of Nothing, for of Nothing comes No- 
thing ; for what Thing or Creature, that God made of No- 
thing, God will turn it to Nothing again, Then would 
it be well for all wicked Men, if the Earth was made of 
Nothing, and Men made of the Duſt of the Earth; then, 
when this Earth is turned to Nothing, its Original alſo ; 
but this Earth was an eternal dark Chaos, and ſhall return 
at the laſt Day into Darkneſs again, and wicked reprobate 
Man ſhall live upon this Earth in eternal Torments, in 
utter Darkneſs, for ever and ever. | 
So that neither the Earth, nor wicked Man, the Seed of 
the Serpent, ſhall neither of them both be turned to No- 
thing, but ſhall be in utter Darkneſs to Eternity. Again, 
the Imagination judgeth the Sun, Moon, and Stars, to be 
of vaſt greater Bigneſs, though they ſeem to be ſmall Bo- 
dies to us; ſo that the Imagination of Man, being blind, 
judgeth every Thing bigger tham it is, or leſs than it is; 
though God hath made the Sun, Moon, and Stars, little 
Bodies, to give Light unto the Earth and Waters, and in 
their Light, the Creatures here on Earth do ſee Light; and 
God hath. made theſe Lights, Bodies in Heaven, to anfwer 
to that Light that is in little Bodies here on Earth. And 
mall a Man ſay, the Light of his Eyes is no true Light, 3 | 
- | 8. 
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the Imagination, that ſeeth not at all, is called true Light; 
thus it 1s with Aſtrology, and Philoſophy, that judgeth God 
to be bigger than he is, or leſſer than he is, and his Power to 
be greater than it is, to create this vaſt Earth and Waters of 
Nothing; and the Sun, Moon, and Stars, of ſuch a vaſt Big- 
neſs, all out of Nothing : So that the lying Imagination hath 
created to itſelf a bigger God than the true God, and this God 
hath a greater Power, and hath created Things of a more 
bigger Magnitude, than the true God ever did, and could 
do, as to make this Earth of Nothing, and the Sun, Moon, 
and Stars, of ſuch a vaſt Bigneſs, far bigger than ever the 
true God made them. But to tell the Imagination of Man of the 
true God, that created Man in his own Image, he became Fleſh, 
and became a little Child, and grew to a Man, and ſuffered 
Death by his own Creatures. O! no, ſaith the Reaſon in 
Man, God could not die, it is impoſſible for God to die; 
here God's Power is: looked upon, by the Imagination of 
Men's Hearts, to be leſs than it is. | 


Objection 1. Said he, The Sun may ſeem to be but a little 
Body, becauſe of the great Diſtance from us : As for Example, 
ſer a Man upon the Top of Paul's, and at a Diſtance he will 
ſhew as little as a Crow. To this he anſwered and ſaid, Indeed 
a dark Body at a Diſtance doth ſhew le ſs than it is. But, ſaid J, 
let a light * as a Torch, or Candle, be but a Mile above 


the Earth, if it were poſſible, and it ſhall ſhew bigger a hun- 


dred Miles Diſtance from it. As for Example: 

When a Beacon is ſet on Fire, it ſeemeth a greater Blaze 
forty Miles Diſtance, than it doth near at Hand, for it is but 
a little Thing of itſelf ; yet nevertheleſs, it is the Nature 
of all light Bodies, to ſhew rather bigger at a Diſtance, 
than they are of themſelves; and it is the Nature of all 
dark Bodies, to ſeem leſs at a Diſtance, than they are in 
themſelves. When he heard this, he was convinced 
and did acknowledge, that it muſt needs be ſo in Nature, 
that light Bodies did ſhow bigger at a Diſtance, and dark 
Bodies leſs; ſo that the Sun being a bright Fire, light Bo- 


dy, and running ſo ſwift in its Courſe, it could not be 


much bigger than it ſeemeth to be, notwithſtanding he had 
long imagined the contrary. ' SW 
| |  Objeftion 
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Oljecbion 2. Saith he, We by our Art doth judge, that the 
Moon doth borrow her Light of the Sun, hecauſe, ſaith he, ſo 
far as the Sun is right againſt the Moon, ſo far the Moon is 
light, and when the Moon is at the Full, the Face of the Sun 
is right over it; ſo that ſometimes the Moon feems to have a 
dark Body, only a little Piece of it forked, why is it then, 
faid he? Becauſe the Sun is right againſt no more of the Moon, 
and fo much of it as the Sun is againſt it, it receiveth Light 
from the Sun, and the reſt of the Body of the Moon ſeemeth 
dark: To this I anſwered and ſaid, 

If this ſhould be ſo, then that Saying of Scripture, Gen. i. 
v. 16, muſt be laid aſide, where it is ſaid, God made two great 
Lights, the greater Light to rule the Day, and the lefſer Light to 
rule the Night. Certainly the Moon hath. Light in itſelf to rule 


the Night, elſe thoſe Words cannot be true; for if God made 


the Moon a dark Body, and that it hath no Light in itſelf, but 
what it receiveth from the Sun, then God made but one great 
Light, and one dark Body, and not two great Lights; 2 if 
the Moon hath not Light in herſelf, but doth borrow of the 
Sun, then the Moon had no Light in her Creation: A Man 
may as well ſay, That a Man is a living Man, that hath 
no Life in him; for if a Man hath not Life in himſelf, he 
cannot move no farther, than a Man that hath Life doth 
carry him; ſo likewiſe if the Moon were a dark Body, and 
had no Light in itſelf, how could it move to rule the Night? 
The Sun, that hath always Light in itſelf, muft carry the Bo- 
dy of the dark Moon, and move it about the Firmament 
of Heaven, to rule the Night, which would he a great Trouble 
to the Sun to do two Bodies Works; for God _ ſet every 
Thing ia order, and eve icular Thing fhall do it's 
own Work; the Sun ſhall. * Day, By the Moon 
ſhall rule the Night, and the Stars ſhall give their Light ; 
lo that every Thing that God hath made, fhall do their own 
Works, according to the Law God hath placed in their 
Natures. If the Moon muſt rule the Night according to 
God's Command, certamly he gave the Moon $i, in 

itſelf to rule with, elfe it could not rule; for borrowed Lights | 
never ruleth well, A Man _ is Stone-blind, may as well 
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ſay to another Man that can ſee, I would borrow your Eye- 
. fight, that I may ſee the Light of the Sun, as you do: 
This cannot be done, for in Light we ſee Light; for there 
muſt be two Lights, elſe a Man cannot tell that there is any 
Light at all. . | 

For that Man that was born blind, could not tell that there 
was any Sun or Light at all in the Day-time, but as he heard 
others ſay; but when Chriſt opened his Eyes, then he ſaw 
Light, becauſe he ſaw Light in himſelf ; and when he received 
his Light, was not this Light of his Eyes in himſelf? Was 
it any borrowed Light, or Light for Chriſt ? I trow not, for 
God hath made every Creature, that hath Light in itſelf, to ſee 
another Light that is out of itſelf ; ſo. that in Light we ſee 
Light; there muſt be two Lights, elſe Things cannot be dif. 
tinguiſhed ; for dark Bodies, that hath not Life and Light in 
itſelf, - cannot borrow Life and Light of any other; neither 
can the Moon borrow any Light of the Sun at all, for it hath 
an inherent Light in itſelf in it's Creation, as the Sun hath in 
it's Creation; ſo that the Words of Moſes are true, that God 
made two great Lights, the Sun to rule the Day, and the Moon 
to rule the Night; only the Moon hath a lefſer, but both hath 
a Light in themſelves, and doth not borrow one Light of the 
other; elſe how could the Moon fight with the Sun in the 
Eclipſe ſometimes ; if the Moon were a dark Body, and had 
no Light in itſelf, could it oppoſe the Sun as it doth, that the 
Moon even darkens the Sun in the Fight? Can a dark Body 
fight with the Light of the Sun? You may as well fay, that 
a dark Body may fight with a living Man: But theſe Fictions 
of Men's Imagipations, hath deceived the whole World, and 
keepeth the People in Darkneſs, and putteth out their own 
Light of their Eyes, and calleth Darkneſs Light, and Light 
Darkneſs, even in Things that are viſibly ſeen. 5 


_ O4jefion 3. Then ſaid he, How comes it to paſs, that there is 
o many new Moons, and ſometimes we ſee bur a Piece of the 
new Moon, and do diſcern the reſt of the Body to be dark, 
and fo the Moon doth intrace the dark Bodies filled up with. 
Light; ſo that in a Matter of fitteen Days, the Moonis _ 


— 
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and all Light, and in a little Time, it is quite gone, and ſcen 

no more in our Horizon. To this I anſwered, and ſaid, 
Were you ever up in the Firmament of Heaven? Do 
you know by your Imagination how God hath framed it, 
and how many Chambers he hath made in it? And how many 
Planets, Stars, and Lights, he hath put in every Chamber, 
in the Firmament of Heaven? You Aftrologers yourſelves 
ſay there is twelve Houſes and four Houſons, are you' ſure 
there is no more Houſes in the Firmament of Heaven, but 
twelve? And do you know how many Lights there is in 
every Houſe, and when theſe Lights do remove out of one 
Houſe into another? Or do you know whether one Star doth 
take its Light from another Star ? Or hath every Star Light 
in itſelf ? Or doth the Light of the Stars and Planets remain 
in their own Bodies, and neither increaſe nor decreaſe their 
Light, ſince they were made and fit in the Firmament of 
Heaven? ls there any of thoſe Stars or Lights in the Firma- 
ment of Heaven miſſing, that were made at firſt ? Or hath 
any of them loſt their Light God put in them at firſt, when 

God created the Heavens and the Earth? | 
If you can tell this, then you can ſay ſomething, as the 
Moon borroweth Light of the Sun ; but to give you a little 
further Satisfaction; God hath placed the Sun, Moon, and 
Stars, in the Firmament of Heaven, and every one of theſe, 
Houſes of their own, that is, the Place where they firſt began 
to give Light, and to ſhine upon the Earth, that is, the 
Houſe of the Sun, Moon, and Stars ; now God that made 
them, knoweth the Houſe and the Place of the Firmament of 
Heaven, where they firſt began to give Light ; becauſe he 
had meaſured out the Firmament of Heaven, becauſe he 
made it ; but Man doth not know, nor cannot know by his 
Imagination, Art, and Figute ; alſo God hath given theſe 
Lights Power to go out of their own Houſe, into any of the 
Chambers of Heaven, even as a Man doth out of his own 
Dwelling-Houſe, into more remote Parts, yet the Man re- 
taineth his own Wiſdom and Knowledge, when he is remote 
from his own Dwelling Houſe, as at Home; ſo it is with the 
Sun, Moon, and Stars, though they go out of their own Houſe, 
yet they retain the ſame 23 in themſelves, wherever they 
2 80. 
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go. And if God hath made the Sun ſo ſwift and bright, to 
run through all the Houſes of the Firmament of Heaven, in 
twenty - four Hours, yet that is the Sun's own Houſe, where 
it went firſt from, and it is the Work God hath appointed 
the Sun to do every Day and Night; and when the Sun is 
abſent, in its Place, the Moon ſupplieth her Light, and the 
Moon not being ſo ſwift as the Sun, it cometh not ſo ſoon in- 
to our Horizon as the Sun doth; beſides, it paſſeth through- 
out the ſame Region as the Sun doth, but in a Region of a 
lower Degree in the Firmament of Heaven, than the Sun 
doth; and the Cauſe why the Moon ſheweth the Light, but 
a little Piece of her, when ſhe is but a Quarter old, ſo b 
Degrees ſhe increafeth, till ſhe is at the Full, ſo that the F al 
Face and Light of her, may be ſeen by the Light of the Eye. 
The Cauſe why we ſee. her by a little and a little, is, ſhe 
cometh out of one Chamber or Houſe of Heaven into an- 
other, and as the Houſes and the Firmament of' Heaven be 
at ſuch a Diſtance one from another, ſo we ſee her Light the 
more, and we fee her ſometimes half light and half dark; 
now' the Piece that ſeemeth dark, it is becauſe ſhe is not 
come out of that Houſe or Region ; but when ſhe is come to 
that Horizon, where ſhe was at the Full, then ſhe is all Light 
- and no Darkneſs at all; not but that ſhe was all Light in her- 
felf before at all Times, but ſhe was in ſome Chamber of 
Heaven, which ſhadowed her ſo, that we could not ſee her 

whole Light of her whole Face. As for Example : Suppoſe a 
Man ſtand in a Bottom, and there be two high Hills before 
him, at a Diſtance one from the other, the Man ſtanding in 
the Bottom, diſeerneth a Man upon the Top of the farther 
Hill, ſo ſeeing him come down the Hill a pretty Way, but a 
little lower he loſeth the Sight of the Man, until ſuch Time 
as the Man cometh up that Hill nigh to him, and when he 
cometh to. the Top of this Hill before me, I do diſcern firſt 
his Head, then after his Face, then after his Body, ſo that I 
ſee it is a perfect Man which I ſaw at firſt, but this Hill be- 
fore me hindred the Sight of him till he came to the Top of 
it: So it is with the Moon, a Man cannot diſcern the full Face 
of her, till ſhe hath paſſed in her Journey thro? all thoſe Houſes 


of the Heavens, which lieth lower in that Region where ſhe is, ſo 


that 
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that the Hill and Mountain of the Earth doth hinder the Sight 
-of her, until ſhe cometh to the Top of the Hill of our Horizon, 
then can we ſee her whole Face; for the Earth is as a Ball, 
ſtanding upon and in the Air; that is, the Power of God's 
Word hath made the Air a Foundation for the Earth to ſtand 
upon; therefore it is, that the Earth ſtandeth upon Nothing 
as a Man can fee; and this is the Foundation God hath laid 
this vaſt Earth upon: And who could lay the Foundation of 
this Earth upon ſuch a Foundation as the Air? None but 
God only, whoſe Power is infinite and unſpeakable. Likewiſe 
the Earth about with the Element, then the Earth muſt needs 
interpoſe and ſnadow the Light of the Moon, ſo that ſne can- 
not be ſeen in her perfect Light, untill ſne ſtands upon the To 
of the Ball; but thoſe that are on every Side and underneat 
the Ball cannot ſee her, for ſhe is always at the Full in herſelf, 
tho? a Man cannot ſee her ſo perfectly, but when ſhe is at the 
Full; yet the Moon is the ſame Light in herſelf always, as 
when ſhe is at the Full, tho* thoſe on the Sides and underneath 
cannot fee her; neither is there any Newneſs in her, but ſhe is 
the ſame To day, Yeſterday, and ſame for ever, as long as 
the World laſteth; ever the great Light, which God created 
and appointed to rule the Night in one Place or other of this 
World continually: This is Truth, and Moſes's Words are 
Truth, whatever Man by their Imaginations do fay to the 
contrary, + . : n n | 


Objeftion 4. Well, ſaid he, how will you make it appear, 
_ o_ Heavens are not above fix Miles high from the 
rth ? x 
I anſwered and faid, that I will make it appear by Scripture 
and Reaſon. That will do well, (faid he.) Then ſaid I, fee that 
Scripture, Gen, xi. 4. And they ſaid, Go to, let us build us a City, 
and a Tower, whoſe Top may reach unto Heaven: And in the 
| 5th Verſe, And the Lord came downto ſee the City and the Tower 
| which the Children of Men builded : And the 6th Verſe, And the 
Lord ſaid, behold the People is Ons, and they have all one Lan- 
Fuage, and this they begin to do, and now nothing will be reſtrain- 
ed from them, which they have imagined to do, Here, ſaid I, it 
is plain, that there was a Poſſibility for the Sons of Men to 
build 
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bulld a Tower up to Heaven; now if Heaven had been Thou- 
ſands of Miles high, as the lying Art of Aſtrology ſaith, there 

could have been no Poſſibility to build up to Heaven, and that 
theſe Men's Reaſon know well enough, neither could they have 
laid a Foundation to build Thouſands of Miles high now the 
Imagination of Reaſon in theſe Men were more right, which 
went by no Figure, nor Rule of Art, but by the Sight of the 
Eye, and their Reaſon and Senſe ; and they did imagine by the 
Sight of the Eye, that it could not be above three Miles to the 
Clouds, which the Philoſophers grant by their Art, the Clouds 
to be but three Miles high from the Earth; ſo they imagined 
that the Firmament could not be above three Miles higher ; 
and we do imagine, ſaid they, in themſelves, that they might 
lay a Foundation to build ſix Miles, and thought they, when 
we come up to the Clouds in Building, we ſhall ſee then how 
far it is to the Firmament, and ſo build up unto it, Now, the 
Lerd himſelf ſaid, it was poſlible for them to do what they 
had imagined, for (ſaith he,) Nothing will reſtrain them for what 
they have imagined to do. So that God knew there was a Pol- 
ſibility to build up to Heaven, elſe he would never come down 
from Heaven himſelf, to prevent them, in confounding their 
Language, if the Heavens had been "Thouſands of Miles high : - 
Beſides, ſaid I, do you think, when Cbriſt aſcended up to 
Heaven, after he was riſen from the Dead, that he aſcended 
with that Body thouſands of Miles high, from where he al- 
cended upto Heaven ? It is ſaid, Au, i 9. While the Men beheld, 
a Cloud received him out of their Sight, That is, they ſaw him 
aſcend up as far as the Clouds, which is half Way to the Fir- 
mament of Heaven ; for the Clouds opened for him to. paſs 
through, and cloſed together again, out of their Sight z for 
they could not ſee no farther than the Clouds : Likewiſe, when 
the Prophet Elijah went up to Heaven in a fiery Chariot with 
Horſes of Fire, Do you believe that he had thouſands of Miles 
to Heaven? He ſaid, No: Beſides, there is a Poſſibility to 
build up to Heaven now, as there was then, only it is for- 
bidden of God: But this I ſay, if it were lawful, and that 
a Man was ſure to live 7 or 800 Years upon this Earth, as they 
did then, then a Man might as eaſily build up to Heaven now, 
as then; were it lawful, as I ſaid before. 80 
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So that God hath not made the Heavens ſo high, as the 
lying Imagination of Reaſon hath z for Reaſon imagineth the 

avyens to be higher than they are; and Reaſon imagines Hell | 
to be lower than it isz ſo that Heaven is ſo high, that Reaſon 
can never aſcend up to it, and Hell ſo deep, that Reaſon can find 
no Bottom; therefore called, A Bottomleſs Pit, when indeed 
Hell is but ſix Miles Diſtance from Heaven to this Earth, 
where Men acted all their Wickedneſs, ſhall be that Place of 
Hell for all the Damned, and the Place where the Devil and

What, is Man principally guided in ſpiritual Things, is it the 
Light of his own Spirit or another Spirit? Now if you acknow- 
ledge ĩt to be the Light of Gods Spirit that bears Rule in the Crea- 
tures, What is it then that purifies the whole Man from all 
Filthineſs of Fleſh and Spirit, and leads it into Righteouſneſs ? 


Is it the Light or Will of bis own Spirit, or of the Spirit of

HE Occafion of this Writing, is in Anſwer to ſome 

Objections made againſt me. The firſt is, that there is 
no Power given of God unto Man, to give Sentence of Dam- 
nation upon Man for his Wickedneſs and Blaſphemies againſt. 
God and a true Prophet. In Anſwer to which, I ſay, it is re- 
corded in the Old Teſtament, That he that deſpiſed Moſes's 
Law died without Merey ; theſe are the Words of a mortal 
Man; and where there is no Mercy, there remains nothing. 
but Condernnation or Damnation, which is all one, Again. 
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is it not ſaid, Jacob bave I loved, and Eſau have I hated, before 
they had done Good or Evil; but this is to be obſerved, God 
had appointed them to live to be Men, and two Nations to 
come out of their Loins; ſo when they were come to be 
Men, the one had the Seal of God's everlaſting Love in his 
Soul from his righteous Actions: The other had the Seal of 
God's Barer Vengance from his wicked Actions. Is this 
any other than Bleſſing and Curſing, or Salvation and Dam- 
nation? And theſe are the Words of a Man, that had Power 
from God to ſet Life and Death before all Men; and this I 
ſay, Happy is that Man that hath the Seal of God's everlaſt- 
ing Love in his Soul; and miſerable is he, that is ſealed up, 
through the Evil of his own Heart unto eternal Condem- 
nation, which all Men are that have committed the unpardon- 
able Sin, by deſpiling the Teachings of God's Holy Spirit, 
and blaſpheming againſt it. By this you may ſee there is a 
_ > prerogative Power in God, above all Law, to place his electing 
* where and in whom he pleaſes; and to fix his rejecting 
Power where and on whom he will, without any Motive to 
it, for the Advancement of his own Glory: For this I ſay, 
God will have as much Glory by reprobate minded Men, 
as he hath by the Elect: For as the one ſetteth forth his Love 


and his Mercy, ſo the other ſetteth forth his Juſtice, Power, 


and Wrath, without which the Glory of God would be 
- quite loſt : For Mercy cannot be called Mercy, if there be 
no Juſtice to puniſh Wickedneſs z take away the; one, and 
you (deſtroy both. He that pleads againſt this DoQtrine and 
Power oppoſes an infinite Being; and vho art thou that con- 
tendeſt againſt it? For Infiniteneſs is above all Law. The 
Apoſtle Paul! hath ſpoken poſitively and fully to this Point, 
. which I refer to your Conſideration. This Doctrine is 
: owned, 1 ſuppoſe, by the Church of England, but is very 
coldiy maintained; for I don't remember I have heard it 
preached to any Purpoſe in my Time. And now I ſhall re- 
turn to my firſt Propoſition, and prove, in the ſecond Record, 
that Power was given unto Man to give Sentence of Dam- 
nation upon all fuch as refuſe to believe, or rather deſpiſe the 
Doctrine of the Apoſtles; - For it is ſaid: He that believes and 
i baptized ſball be ſaved, and he that believes not ſhall be m_— 


- 


* 
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Is not this a yu Sentence of Bleſſing and Curſing, of 
Salvation and Damnation? And theſe were Men who pro- 
nounced it; and this Power was given to the Apoſtles when 


the Keys of Heaven and Hell were given to Peter. Theſe 


Keys were the Goſpel of Jeſus, by which they opened the 
Hearts of all ſuch as had Faith in their Doctrine to Salvation; 
and to ſhut the Gates of Heaven upon all ſuch as deſpiſed 
and perſecuted it unto .Condemnation. This was opening 
the Gates of Hell in the Hearts of all deſpiſing, blaſpheming 
ſpirited Men that villifye God's Prophets, Apoſtles and Saints, 
when Salvation is offer'd to them, by calling chem Blaſphe- 
mers, Liars, Hereticks, and their Doctrine falſe Deluſion, per- 
ſecuting the Name of Chriſt afreſh, and yet expect to be 
ſaved by the ſame Name which they perſecute, this is a 
Sin not to be repented of, and will never be forgiven. 
This I fpeak of Men that had their Commiſſion from Heaven 
given of God by Voice of Words, as Paul, and Moſes, and ſe- 
veral of the Prophets had; and he that ſpeaks Evil or per- 
ſecutes a falſe Prophet, will do the ſame by a true Prophet, - 
for he knoweth not who is falſe and who is true, and all 
Perſecution is of the Devil, and will be puniſhed with eternal 
Death; as well he that perſecutes a falſe Chriſtian, as he 
that perſecutes a true Chriftian. | 

Note, The ſame Power that was given to God's choſen 
Meſſengers in the two paſt Records, the ſame Power was 
x to his two laſt Witneſſes in this third and laſt Record 

at God will bare to this World, and which will laſt to 
the End of the World; and that Miniftry that hath not 
Power to bleſs' Men for their Faith and Obedience to God, 
and to curſe Men that are diſobedient to the Teachings of 
his Holy Spirit in his choſen Meſſengers is not of Gd. 

The next Objection I ſhall anſwer is, theſe Sayings in the 
Scriptures where the Devil was caſt out of the Man that had 
an unclean Spirit, and ſuffered to enter into the Herd of 
Swine-: But firſt I ſhall endeavour to diſcover the right Devil 
from the imagined Devil, which Man hath created to affright 
himſelf} with all, how fain would Man have a Devil diſtindt 
from ' himſelf : But there is no ſuch Thing, the right Devil 
is the Seed or Spiritof Reaſon 9 whence the Ima- 


gination 
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gination flows which was firſt ſeated in Cain, and runs in 
the Line of his Seed to the End of the World, therefore 
Cain is branded with the Title of a Devil, and Judas was a 
Devil, and thoſe Jews that pleaded they had Abraham to their 
Father. Chriſt tells them, they were of their Father the 
Devil, which was a Murderer and a. Liar from the Begin: 


ing and his Work they would do, and ſo they did, for they 
_ crucified him, and put him to Death. Theſe were all Men 


Devils, and I can find no other Devils mentioned in Scrip- 
ture. Eſau was a Devil, and would have murdered his 
Brother Jacob, had not his Mother by the Revelation of 
Faith ſent him out of the Way, Now obſerve, it is ſaid, 
all Evil is of the Devil, not only actual Evil, but all 
{uch Evils as are Incident to the Nature of ſinful Man, 
for by Sin came Death; and Diſeaſes being the Forerunner 
of Death, theſe are the evil Spirits or - Devils that Chriſt 


caſt forth of Men, that were afflicted with them, and the 
Man out of whom the unclean Spirit was caſt, was a. lu- 


natick Perſon, and was diſtrafted,in his Senſes, as may be 
ſeen by. his Breaking of Chains, ſo that by his rageing Mad- 


- neſs, his Strength was doubled to him; and Chriſt com- 


manded this unclean Spirit to come out of him, whereby 
his Senſes were reſtored, and he became in his right Mind 
as. before this unclean Spirit, Devil or Diſeaſe took 
Place in him, and went away praiſing or giving Glory to 
God. for his Mercy toward him, ſo likewiſe Chriſt caſt. out 
the Fever. Now I would not have Men think that. Chriſt 
caſt out a Spirit, an Exiſtence in itſelf diſtin& from the Body 
of Man; for there is no ſuch Thing as Spirits without Bo- 
dies, for Spirit and Body is one inſeparable Being, and can- 
not be parted from its own Body; and as to the caſting out 
this unclean Spirit, Chriſt by his commanding Power, cauſed 


this Spirit or Diſeaſe to ceaſe and have no longer Power in 


him; for he became whole and in his right Mind: And as 


to the Devil or Diſeaſe entering into the Herd of Swine, 


I affirm the Devil did not enter into Hogs, for there were 
no Hogs in that Country, but Hogs the People, and 
they abhor Swine's Fleſh, for the Swine. the. Devil entered 


into, were Men of a brutiſh, ſwiniſh Nature, a ſtubborn, un- 


governable, 
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governable, unruly People, that would neither be obedient to 
the Law of God nor Man,. but always reſiſting the Power of 
Chriſt, when he was upon this Earth, as you may ſee, where 
they accuſed Chriſt of caſting out Devils by Beelzebub, the 
Prince of Devils; and theſe. unclean Spirits that entered into 
them, aroſe out of their own Souls or Spirits ; for Soul and 
Spirit is all one. And it is ſaid, they run down a ſteep Hill 
into a Sea or Lake, and were drowned : Now this Sea or 
Lake was not a Sea or Lake of natural Waters, neither was 
that Hill a Hill of Earth; but it was the Worſhip of the 
Law of Moſes was that Hill they are ſaid to run down; for 


theſe Gadareans. were a zealous People in the Worſhip of the 


Law ; and thoſe high and lofty Imaginations they had of that 
Worſhip, was that ſteep Hill; for that Worſhip was eſteemed 
as a Mountain, overtopping all other Worſhips ; and this was 
that high Mountain the Devil tempted Chriſt upon, where he 
ſhewed him all the Glories of the World ; and theſe Waters 
were ſpiritual Waters, wherein they were choaked or drowned : 
For the Teſtimony that Chriſt did bear, in declaring the Goſ- 
pel of Peace, and the Miracles he wrought, and with the 
lunatic Man's declaring him to be the Son of God, it took 
away or deſtroyed their Peace they had in the Worſhip of the 
Law; ſo that no true Hope of Salvation remained in them: 
Thus they may be ſaid to be drowned in the Fears of eter- 
nal Death; theſe were thoſe ſpiritual Waters they were 
drowned in. ve | [4420-55364 
Again, I never read, that Chriſt deſtroyed any Man in his 
temporal State, while he was upon this Earth : He came not 
to deſtroy, but to ſave Sinners. I wonder that Men-ſhould be 
ſo dark in their Imaginations, to think that the Devil entered 
into Hogs. Were not all Things made for the Uſe of Man, 
and to ſupport him with Food whilſt he is in a State of Mor- 
tality, and ſo to end and be no more? The Beaſts cannot fin, 
nor be tempted of the Devil, nor ſuffer erernal Torments : It 
is the Devil and his Angels, or his angelical Seed of wicked 
reprobate Men, that will be caſt into Hell- Fire at the End of 
Time. And now obſerve; this lunatic Man is ſaid often to 
frequent, or have his Dwelling amongſt the Tombs: Theſe 
Tombs ſignify a Wr or Church - Tard, near ages 
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which might be an Aſſembly of People to be inſtructed in the 
Worſhip of the Law of Moſes; and for their Unbelief, and deſpiſ- 
ſing Chriſt's Power and Miracles, they are called a Herd of 
Swine; for they were many in Number; and thoſe Herdſmen 


were their Teachers, which went to the City and told what was 


done, which brought a Fear upon them; ſo they came 
humbly to Chriſt, and beſought him to depart their Coaſts, 
Again, it is ſaid, Caft not your Pearl before Swine : It is not 
meant, caſt not natural Pearl before Swine ; but thoſe Pearls 
they were forbid to caſt before Swine, were thoſe Salvation- 
Secrets that tend to Mens everlaſting Happineſs ; theſe are 
thoſe Pearls ſuch ſwiniſh Men are not worthy of. Thus, if 
your Eyes are opened, you may fee ſomething into the ſpi- 
ritual Meaning of thoſe Scripture Sayings. . 
And now 1 ſhall diſcover the Devil Man hath created out 
of his lying Imagination of his own evil Heart. This Devil 
is a Spirit without a Body, and hath no Form of his own, 
but borrows ſome other Form to repreſent himſelf in; for he 
can aſſume what Shape he pleaſes 3 he can whip into a Man, 
and tempt him to all Manner of Evil, which once commit- 
ted, he can whip out of him again, and leave the Man to 
ſuffer for his Sins ; he is inviſible, and yet vifible ; he is in 
Hell- Fire, and yet out of the Fire; he is chained, and can 
go vo farther than God ſuffers him; and yet at Liberty, and 
can tempt Millions of ''Perſons at the ſame Time: He is a 
Monſter - a Devil; 8 oo — omg Lee a Head 
to them upon; he hat ings, and never a Body to 
fix — 1 him repreſented with Claws * 
and torment People with, but fall bach no Body of his own. 
This is the Devil Man hath made to affright himſelf withal. 
The next Thing I inſiſt upon is to diſtiguiſh a true Miniſter 
from a falfe, which J have in a Meaſure explained before, as 
thus; a true Miniſter is one that God hath choſen and fitted for 
his Purpoſe, by inſpiring bim with the Revelation of his Holy 
Spirit, and then giveth him a Commiſſion to go forth in this 
World, to propoſe Terms of Salvation or Condemnation to 
his People. Thus he is made Chrift's Ambaſſador, and is 
impowered to ſet Life and Death before all Men, and this 
Power is bleſſing all ſuch as believe, and are obedient ” his 
e, | Doctrine 
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Doctrine or Declaration to them, and a Curſe upon all ſuch as 
refuſe to believe or rather deſpiſe it: For God doth not come 
now into this World himſelf to treat with his People, But 
giveth Power to a mortal Man to hea Prophet, an Apoſtle, Mi- 
niſter, or Ambaſſador of God, the King of Heaven; as the 
the Kings of this Earth do to their Miniſters. And thefe com-

Chriſtian Miniſters : Men are apt enough to take. this Li- 
berty to deceive their Brethren, although it diſturb their Con- 
ſciences ; therefore they need not be encouraged in it, 
He that peruſes this Writing, and conſiders it in his own 
Mind, may ſee that God doth give Power unto Man, to 
judge, and give Sentence upon Men, of Salvation or Con- 
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demnation, according to their Obedience or Diſobedience to 
God and a true Prophet. Likewiſe he may ſee, that the Evil 
that ariſes out of a Man's Soul, is the Devil, and no Spirit 
without hath Power to tempt him to any Evil. Again, he 
may ſee, that he that takes upon him to be a Miniſter of 
Feſus Chriſt, and hath not a Commiſſion from Heaven, as 
Paul had from God's own: Mouth, I fay, he commits ſpiri- 
tual High Treaſon againſt God, and will be puniſhed with 
everlaſting Death for ſo doing, if he continues in it.

gdh, As to your third Particular, this I muſt tell you, that 
no Light of Nature can diſcover Spiritual and Evangelical 
Truths, and it is very groſs for any Man to ſubject the Spiri- 
tual Truths of the Goſpel, to the heatheniſh Principles of Phi- 
loſophers, making the New Teſtament no other but for the, 
Confirmation of the Principles of Nature, which Nature you 
call right Reaſon, which ſay, you never repugns the Goſpel, 
nor the Goſpel it. 

By this your Diſcourſe I find, that you own that Chriſt came, 
but to confirm the heatheniſh Principles of Nature, as, that 
God, and Spirits, and Angels, were all without Bodies, being 
immaterial Beings, and you know not what. 

Now give me leave to be plain with you, and'to tell you, 


that! could never read that the Goſpel of Chriſt was ever ſent 


to enlighten Nature, Nature or Reaſon hath no Intereſt in it 
at all. In the moral Law it hath, and therefore it is written, 
the Law came by Moſes ;, and what to do, but only to enligh- 
ten Reaſon unto whom the Law was given: But as to the Goſ- 
pel, it came by Jeſus Chriſt, and particularly belonged to ano- 
ther Seed ; namely, t the loſt Sheep of the Houſe of Iſrael; ſo 
that you can no more diſtinguiſh between the Law and the Goſ- 
| than between the two Natures of Faith and Reaſon it is all a 
yſtery to you. Do you know what right Reaſon is, if you do, 
you muſt aſcend up into the Kindom of Heaven, and view it in 
the holy Angels; for you will not find neither pure, nor right, 
nor uncorrupted Reaſon any where in this Orb below the Stars: 
For it is evident that Reaſon's Notion can. never be capable to 
comprehend Spiritual Truths, as from the Power of its own 
Nature, it only ſerves to comprehend natural and temporal. 
| | Things, 
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Things, it being but natural itſelf; but Goſpel Truths are 
comprehended by another Light, according as it is written by 
David faying, in thy Light ſball we fee Light, &c. 

So that from what is: faid,, we need not fear (as the World 
have) of the Heathens riſing up in Judgment againſt us, for 
maintaining Goſpel Fruths againſt their Darkneſs of Reaſon. 


4thly, As to your fourth Point, where you charge me of 
fathering upon the Scripture thoſe things that are not, and you 
make a Wonderment of it, that I ſhould ſay, that God was 
a Man, and to quote Chriſt's Words for it, telling the young 

Man, that there was no Man good but one, which was God; 
this you tell me was falſe, for you ſay, the Text ſaith that none 
is good but one, which is God. Here your Ignorance appears 
very great, and may be wonder'd at conſidering your great 
Learning and eontinual Study; but it appears, it is but in thoſe 
heatheniſn Philoſaphers ; for obſerve for better Inſtruction, 
did not that young Man call Chriſt Maſter, and own him to

And furthermore for a more full Anſwer in the Old Tranſ- 
lation, attending to mark it, is render*d thus Word for Word 
that there is no Man good but one, which is God. 

This is plain Scripture, and yet you are ignorant of it; I 

rceive you are not very conſervant in Seripture, your Philo- 

y turns you out of all Scripture knowlege. But to proceed 
farther, cannot you find by Scripture that God was ever called 
a Man, did not you ever read that Seripture that ſaith, God 
was a Man of War. 

Much more might be ſaid of this, and ſeveral poſitive Proofs 
from Scripture might be produced to confirm it withal, but 
becauſe it is not the general received Opinion, therefore it muſt 
be quarrelled with; for the Honour of this World muſt be 
both ſought after and ſubmitted to.

For I de- 
clare, from the Holy Spirit, from that everliving Virtue 
- continually flowing from the former Suffering of God on 
this Earth, in the Body of Chriſt, the Tongue of Men nor 
Angels can never expreſs the Variety of new glorious Joys, 
the eternal Spirit of God the Father hath in that glorious 
Garment of Fleſh he hath .clothed himſelf withal.

My Dear and Loving Friend, Ann Adams, the Wife of Wil- 
lam Cakebread, my Love remembered unto you. 


F HEs E are to certifie you, that I came well Home, 
4 therefore I thought it convenient to write theſe Lines 
unto you, as -followeth : Firſt in that thou waſt honoured of 
God to be an Handmaid or Guide unto a Prophet, unto John 
Ateve, when thou waſt but in thy Infancy concerning the

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Knowledge of Things of Eternity, but the Seed of Faith 
which was in you, though it was but ſmall, yet it hath 
taken deep Root downward in the Heart, and hath brought 
forth Fruits of Faith and Love upwards ; for thou haſt and 
ſhall find it no vain Thing to receive a Prophet in the Name 
of a Prophet, and the reward is no leſs than Peace of Mind 
here, and eternal Life hereafter in the Kingdom of Glory, let 
the World eſteem of it how they will. 

There is one thing which I ſhall always have a Love to 
thee for, in that thou waſt kept innocent in the Days of 
thy Ignorance, for that was a Thing which I always did love 
in myſelf in the Days of my Youth and Ignorance, and it 
doth yield me a great deal of Peace, the Remembrance of it 
now; becauſe the World cannot ſay juſtly, that there is any 
Evil found in me, neither is there any Blot upon my Mind, 
for I can ſay truly as the Prophet did in another Cauſe (where

almoſt all thoſe that have gone forth upon the Account of
